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Political Body 
Will Resume 

U.N. Talks on 
Disarmament 


UNITED NATIONS (AP)— 
The U.N, Assembly’s major 
Political Committee will reopen 
its disarmament debates Satur- 
day morning after a week's re- 
prey it was announced Thurs- 

y. 

The committee delayed to 
open debate during the last 
week while behind-scene talks 
went on in an attempt to get 
general agreement on some kind 
of resolution that would start 
big power disarmament talks 
rolling again. 


The United States is listed as 
one of the speakers in the sched- 
uled Saturday session. Italy, an- 
other Western member of the 
committee of 10 whose sessions 
broke up with a Soviet bloc 
walkout in Geneva last June, 
also is listed to speak. 


Bulgaria and Czechoslovakia, 
two of the Communist partici- 
pants at Geneva, also are to be 
heard from, as well as Yugo- 
slavia and the Netherlands. 


The committee has spent the 
recess arguing Morocco’s protest 
against France granting in- 
dependence to Mauritania in 
West Africa. Morocco claims 
that the area belongs by tradi- 
tion and geography to Morocco 
and that France is giving Mau- 
ritania a pseudo-independence 
so it can control its economy 
and set up military and nuclear 
test bases there. 


Cameroon opened the Mauri- 
tanian debate at the commit- 
tee’s only session Thursday 
morning with announcement 
that Mauritania should be giv- 
en independence without inter- 
ference from the U.N, 


The Philippines announced its 
Opposition to Morocco's attempt 
to halt independence granted by 
France to Mauritania, in West 
Africa. 


Kosaka, M’ Arthur 

— ‘ , 
Discuss ‘Debts 

‘Foreign Minister Zentaro 
Kosaka asked American Ambas- 
sador Douglas MacArthur II yes- 
terday to take Japan’s present 
condition into consideration in 
handling the problem i of 
Japan’s repayment of its post- 
war liabilities to the United 
States. 

Kosaka made the request at 
a meeting with MacArthur at 
the Foreign Office yesterday. 
The two exchanged views on 
Japan’s repayment of postwar 
debts to the United States which, 
according to foreign dispatches, 
Washington would probably 
propose to this country in the 
near future. 

Kosaka reminded the ambas- 
sador of Japan’s promise seven 
years ago, to repay the GARIOA 
and EROA funds as “debts,” but 
asked him to use prudence in 
dealing with the problem. Ko- 
saka feared that if Washington 
did not pay heed to conditions 
in this country, there might be 
adverse repe from the 
Japanese. 

MacArthur oo gave a 
s thetic reply. 

The Foreign Minister told 
newsmen later that the Govern- 
ment had not yet received any 
request, official or otherwise, for 
repayment of such debts from 
the United States. 

He said, however, he thought 
Japan should settle the prob- 
lem as soon as possible because 
only this country had not paid 
back such American loans. 


LONDON (AP)—A im 
warning reached the West from 
behind the Iron Curtain this 
week, allied diplomats reported 
Thursday night. It was that 
Communist China claims it can 
become a nuclear power very 
soon and even Nikita 8. Khrush- 
chev is deeply worried, 


The boast by President Liu 
Sho-chi was atithoritatively 
said to have been made during 
the two-week old Communist 
summit parley in Moscow at- 
tended by representatives of 
nearly 80 Communist parties 
around the world. 


This claim, coupled with Pei- 
ping’s public demands for a 
more revolutionary policy by 
Communists everywhere, has 
alarmed Khrushchev and other 
Communist rulers. 


Definite expression of this 
anxiety was conveyed informal- 
ly to a responsible Western am- 
bassador by a European Com- 
munist leader in the past few 
days. Informants insisted the 
names of both men must be 
kept secret to avoid acutely em- 
barrassing them. 


The Soviet Premier himself 
has publicly reflected the con- 
cern of Russia and those other 
Communist parties which back 
the Khrushchev stand for 
“peaceful competitive coex- 
isternice” with the West. 


Khrushchev, seemingly out of 
the blue, made a new pitch to 
break the East-West disarma- 
ment deadlock in an interview 
with Pravda Wednesday. 

He told the official organ of 
the Soviet Communist Party he 
would accept “any kind of con- 
trol” proposed by the West—if 
the West agrees on “general 
and complete disarmament and 
the destruction of weapons.” 


Red China Boasts 
N-Potential Soon 


Khrushchev has been jolted by 
Liu's boast. 


They believe he fears that a 
China armed with nuclear weap- 
ons might shake off the 
shackles of Soviet restraint and 
embark on ventures that would 
imperil world peace in quest 
of international aims. 

In London's view, therefore, 
Khrushchev may figure only an 
East-West» pact halting the 
arms race could avert s0 ex- 
plosive a situation. 

The British have long argued 
in private that Khrushchev 
enuinely wants disarmament. 

ime Minister Harold Macmil- 
lan has said the Soviet leader, 
despite his public flamboyance, 
can be a reasonable man in 
private. 

Thursday night Western dip- 
domats in this capital were 
saying Khrushchev may well 
be racing against time. 

A patchedup truce in his 
ideological row with the Chinese 
would give him time to seek ac- 
cords or disarmament and 
other world issues with the ad- 
ministration of President John 
F. Kennedy. 

A failure to achieve these 
goals would give Peiping time 
to build and test its nuclear 
weapons as a preliminary to 
brandishing them. 

Even before the reassess- 
ments, Western authorities had 
been estimating that China pro- 
bably would be able to test her 
first nuclear devices by the end 
of 1961. 

The word from Moscow and 
other Communist capitals this 
week was that the Chinese 
Chief of State advised his col- 
leagues at least four atomic 
reactors are operating in his 
country. These could be used 
either for peaceful or weapons

John F. Kennedy gave birth 
early Friday to a boy. The de- 
livery was by Caesarean sec- 


tion. 

Obstetrician Dr. John Walsh 
said that mother and son were 
“doing fine” a few minutes after 
a difficult delivery. 

The baby, the Kennedys’ sec- 
ond child, had not been expect- 
ed for another three weeks. But 
Mrs. Kennedy ea geo to 
Georgetown Hospital in an aim 
jaeee at 10:55 p.m. The child 
was born a little more than an 
hour later. 

President-elect John F. Ken- 
nedy immediately flew back to 
Washington from Palm Beach, 
Fila. He had left hig wife to 
resume his vacation only two 
and one-half hours before she 
was admitted to the hospital, 
a mile and a half from their 
home. 

Caesarean delivery had been 
planned for the birth. This 
was the case with Caroline, 
Mrs. Kennedy’s first child who 
will be three years old Sunday. 

Mrs. Kennedy’s mother and 
stepfather, Mr. and Mrs. Hugh 
D. Auchincloss, were in the sur- 
gical suite when the baby was 
born,

61 Tax Cut Plan Favors 
Low-Income Families 


The Taxation System Research Council, an advisory organ 
to the Prime Minister, will submit its ¥147,000 million tax reduc- 
tion draft plan for next fiscal year to Prime Minister Hayato 
Ikeda early in December. This was decided at the council's gen- 
eral meeting held at the Finance Ministry yesterday,

on low-income taxpayers and 
reducing corporation taxes. 
Under the new tax cut plan, an 
average family with a couple 
and three children can have a 
tax exemption of up to ¥390,000 
on its annual total income. 

A middle-income family 
whose average annual income 
is ¥500,000 will have its income 
tax cut by almost one half. 

Ichiro Nakayama, the chair. 
man of the council, told news- 
men after the meeting that the 
percentage of taxes against the 
national gross income would be 
decreased from the current 20.5 
per cent to 20.2 or 203 when 
the new taxation system revi- 
sion is put into force, 

Under the revision: 

1. A spouse who earns less 
than ¥90,000 will not have to 
pay taxes. 

2. The individual's exemp- 
tion on earned wages would be 


increased by an additional 
¥10,000. 
3. The ratio between the 


taxable income and its tax rate 
will be changed so as to favor 
low and middle-income earners. 

As for corporation taxes, the 
draft plan urges that the dep- 
reciation period of machinery 
and apparatuses be set 15 per 
cent shorter than at present, 
and that through a special dep- 
reciation system companies be 
given favorable treatment when 
they are taxed. 

The Government is said to be 
agreeable in principle to the 
draft plan, but Ikeda favors ap- 
plying the tax revision to only 
those with annual incomes of 
less than ¥1,000,000, while the 
council’s recommendation is 
aimed at those with annual in- 
comes of less than ¥2,500,000. 
Some changes are therefore ex- 
pected to be made in the coun- 
cil’s draft plan.

Red Gunboat 
Damaged by 
Matsu Guns 


TAIPEI (UPI) — Nationalist 
Chinese shore guns on the off- 
shore islands fired on several 
Communist gunboats Thursday 
and damaged one with a direct 
hit, the Nationalist Defense Min- 
istry said Friday. 

Seventeen hours later, Red 
artillery fired a 32-round barrage 
against the Quemoy and Matsu 
islands. 

The bombardments and the 
attack against the ships was the 
biggest action reported in the 
Taiwan Straits in recent weeks. 

But Rear Adm. Liu Hoh-tu, 
the Defense Ministry spokes- 
man, told a news conference 
Friday morning that no signifi- 
cant changes have taken place 
along the Taiwan Straits. 

A radar net located several 
fast moving gunboats near the 
Matsu offshore complex at 1:25 
a.m. and Matsu defense batteries 
opened fire. 

The boats disappeared from 
radar surveillance 25 minutes 
later. 

A Government dispatch from 
Matsu said, “One of the targets 
received a direct hit. Radar in- 
terpreters ascertained that the 
fast moving targets were medi- 
um warships (gunboats) of the 
Chinese Communist Navy.” 

The light shelling of Quemoy, 
some 200 miles south of Matsu, 
started at 6:45 p.m. and lasted 
about two hours, the National- 
ist Defense Ministry said. 

Liu told newsmen Communist 
China may have as many as 25 
submarines, which he said was 
the third largest underwater 
fleet in the world, 


Rahman Meeting 
Hague Officials 


THE HAGUE (AP)—Malaya 
Premier Tunku Abdul Rahman 
arrived here Friday from Lon- 
don to discuss with the Nether- 
lands Government his sugges- 
tion for establishing a trustee- 
ship over the Netherlands New 
Guinea. 

India’s Prime Minister Jawa- 
harlal Nehru is reported to have 
approved Tunku's plans, accord- 
ing to informed sources here. 
Eventually New Guinea's pop 
ulation would determine its 
own future. 

The Netherlands would agree 
in principle to such a scheme, 
depending on when the date for 
selfdetermination is set, a 
spokesman for the ministry 
said. The Dutch Government 
would also like to make sure 
that unbiased nations are rep- 
resented in the supervisory com- 
mission. The spokesman added 
this would exclude Indonesia.

At that time, Tsarapkin had 
submitted the idea after experts 
from East and West had been 
unable to agree on the precise 
contrel. criteria which would 
justify on-site Inspections. 

His pro mentioned no 
time fimit, but Tsarapkin told 
the Western negotiators at the 
time that he thought inspections 
in the territories of the three 
nuclear countries could begin in 
“say, two or three years.” 

Sir Michael asked Tsarapkin 
how he could now consider on- 
site inspections impossible with- 
in four years.

Doing Excellent Work

The day starts with a oe 
ringing at 6 a.m. at the Hibari- 
gaoka Gakuen at Yamanaka, 
Enuma-gun, Ishikawa Prefecture 
where 33 crippled children of 
elementary and junior high 
school age are being cared for. 

This hospital-school was open- 
ed in the compound of the Yama- 
naka Hospital four years ago. 
Three full-time teachers and 11! 
nurses look after the physically- 
handicapped children day and 
night. Many of the children 
have paralyzed limbs and need 
constant attention.

NEW YORK (UPI)—You'd 
think that after centuries of 
comparative studies it would be 
impossible to find yet another 
difference between men and 
women. . Nevertheless, a new 
one has been found. 


This is a difference between 
male and female hearts. The 
former generate patterns of 
electric waves which are not 
duplicated by the latter. Med- 
ical selence now will have to 
make a sex distinction In func- 
tioning hearts. 


A size difference has been 
long known. Woman's heart is 
not as big as man’s, in relation 
to body size. But these electric 


wave patterns are quite another 
matter. 


They are recorded by the 
electrocardiograph; the record- 
ings are electrocardiograms. 
When read by experts they 
reveal how well hearts are be- 
having, and when hearts are 
misbehaving, they show in 
what ways. 


So many have been made 
and studied, the normal and 
abnormal patterns for all ages 
are well-established. These 
norms are based on the assump- 
tion that the patterns of men 
and women are alike.

In A.L. Again 
Seen Possible 


NEW YORK (AP)—The pos- 
sibility that Toronto, Canada, 
might replace Los Angeles in 
the muddled American League 
baseball expansion plans crop- 
ped up again Thursday in the 
wake of indications the Nation- 
al League will reject the alter- 
nate proposal of nine-team, in- 
terlocking schedules in 1961. 


First reported by the Asso- 
ciated Press a week ago, the 
Toronto idea had gained cre 
dence with a statement from 
Baseball Commissioner Ford 
Frick that the baseball law re- 
quiring notice by Oct. 3 for 
moving into minor league terri- 
tory the following season did 
not apply in Toronto’s case. 


“That rule applies only to 
when an outside group wants to 
step in and acquire minor league 
territory,” Frick said. “In this 
case Jack Kent Cooke, who owns 
the (Toronto) International 
League franchise, simply would 
be transferring it to a major 
league. 


“In that case, he does not 
have to acquire any territory. 
He already has it. He therefore 
would have to indemnify only 
the International League for 


the loss of its Toronto mem- 
ber.” 


The assumption was that the 
embattled American League 
would turn to Toronto only if 
the National League refuses its 
nine-team proposal at its vote 
Dec, 5 in St. Louis and if Wal- 
ter O'Malley, owner of the Na- 
tional League Los Angeles 
Dodgers, continues to propose 
American League plans to go 
into Los Angeles in 1961.

Agriculture-Forestry and Fi-| 


nance Ministries officials recently 
told an interministerial confer- 


ence that there was no need to! 
import more than 38,700 tons as | 


planned for 1960 in view of the 


favorable rice demand-supply 
situation. 


They argued that the plan- 
ned vohkime should be pared 
down betause the Government’s 
purchases of domestic rice js 
expected to increase more than 
has been expected. 


Favored by the record bum- 
~~ rice crop this year, Japan 
nds it difficult to dispose of 
even the domestic rice. 


Meanwhile, the Foreign Office 
and International Trade and In- 
dustry Ministry contend that 
the imports of foreign rice 
should be increased so as to 
secure export markets in South- 
east Asian countries. These na- 
tions are becoming increasingly 
important as Japan’s major ex- 
port markets, they pointed out. 

Such differences within the 
Government circles are tobe 
adjusted with the Economic 
Planning Agency taking the 


initiative. 

Japan’s imports of foreign 
rice exceeded the one million 
ton level up to 1955, but have 


been steadily diminishing owing 


to successive bumper cro 
since 1956, os 
In the 1960 cereal year 


(November 1959 to October 
1960), Japan imported 270,000 
tons from Southeast Asian rice 
producing nations. 

For the next cereal year 
(November 1960 .to October 
1961), the Government plans to 
import only 38,700 tons. 

On the other hand, Southeast 
Asian rice producing countries 
are pressing for increased im- 
ports by Japan of their rice. 

Early this month, Burma sent 
Trade Minister U Thwin to Ja- 
pan to urge a demand for Japa- 
nese purchase of more than 45,- 
000 tons. 

Taiwan, Thailand, Vietnam 
and other Southeast Asian coun- 
tries are expected to follow suit 
in the near future. 

This year, Japan was forced 
to buy more than the planned 
volume of 200,000 tons in con- 
nection with Burma's import re- 
strictions against Japan and 
South Korea’s demand for rice 
purchase in exchange for the re- 
lease of Japanese fishermen de- 
tained in Pusan. 


New Prop Method

The new method, consisting 
in automatic advancing of steel 
pillars and roof supports into 
newly-dug rooms in mine pits 
by hydraulic pressure instead 
of by hand, is claimed to reduce 
the colliery production . cost 
sharply. 

The trials, if successful, will 
be followed by a succession of 
other tests in connection with 
the Soviet-style hydraulic coal 
digging method which has been 
already tried out successfully 
since last August, according to 
the research institute.

Antiradiation 
Corps Planned 


MITO (Kyodo)—A 100-man 
radiation prevention corps will 
be formed next month by the 
Atomic Energy Research Insti- 
tute in Tokai-mura, Ibaraki Pre- 
fecture. 

The radiation prevention unit 
will be created to guard against 
radiation hazards that may be 
presented during floods, fire, 
and leaks caused by faults in 
the reactor. 

The unit will be headed by 
Seishi Kikuchi, director of the 
institute, and divided into the 
five sections of general affairs, 
defense, health, rescue, and 
maintenance.

This was a re- 


ference to the six-nation Com- 


mon Market, and the seven-na- 
tion Free Trade Area. 
All of the six Common Mar- 


‘ket nations—France, West Ger- 


many, Italy, Belgium, Holland 
and Luxemburg—are also mem- 
bers of NATO. But three of the 
Seven in the Free Trade one— 
Austria, Sweden and Switzer- 
land—are not. 

The report, which was up for 
discussion in the conference 
plenary sessions Friday, recom- 
mended that the projected new 
Organization for Economic Co- 
operation and Development 
(OECD) was the best channel 
for attempting to bridge the 
gulf between the two rival trad- 
ing systems. All 13 countries 
are to join the OECD when it 
comes into effect next year. 

The lawmakers from NATO 
countries were told that rival- 
ries between the two European 
trade systems might hamper the 
even growth of economic pro 


ss. 

“For the NATO powers,” the 
report said, “the relations be- 
tween the Six and the Seven are 
the most urgent, and because 
of the powerful position of Eu- 
rope as a trading bloc, these 
relations have importance also 
for the rest of the world.” 

The report said the time ap- 
peared to have come for a rap- 
prochnement between the two 
systems, because of the political 
dangers of any division of free 
Europe. 

It said another reason for ac- 
tion now was that current pro- 
sperity might permit solutions 
which the peoples of these 
countries would strongly oppose 
in harder times.

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International Trade 
As the year 1960 approaches its close the over-all inter- 
national economic picture remains complicated despite 
various efforts to unravel it and separate the various 
threads of discord which combine to hamper the free ex- 


change of goods and services. 


Every trading nation, eager to show a profit, tries to 
get the better part in any commercial transaction for it- 
self, and tariffs and quotas loom large among the causes of 


acute differences. 


Not only do individual nations cenclude 


bilateral agreements by which they hope to ease difficulties 


but there is an increasing 


tendency to form regional 


organizations which are supposed to benefit particular 


groups of countries. 


The economic confusion which followed World ‘War II 
led to an attempt td) formulate an international trade 


charter. 


This attempt failed but a General Agreement on 


Tariffs and Trade was prepared and came into force on 


January 1, 1948. 


This agreement was in the nature of a multilateral 
contract laying down a common code of conduct in inter- 


national trade and providing 


the machinery for reducing 


and stabilizing tariffs and the opportunity for regular con- 


sultation on trade problems. 


The organization has had 


considerable success although the existence of the “escape 
clause,” Article 35 of the Agreement, which enables a mem- 
ber nation to refrain from granting most-favored-nation 
treatment in its trade relations with another member, has 


diminished its value. 


Japan has been a particular victim of this escape clause 
and she has protested to GATT on several occasions in 
recent years. The last occasion was during the GATT 
conference in Geneva which ended on November 19. Mr. 
Toru Hagiwara then pointed out that because of Ar- 


ticle 35 Japan 


was prevented from entering 
negotiations with many countries during 


into 
the con- 


ference. He said Japan was perfectly willing to com- 
ply with GATT provisions for freer trade and . do 


away with trade restrictions. 


“But in doing so,” he 


added, “my Government is faced with a terrible dilemma 
—whether they should liberalize imports from all sources 
including countries invoking Article 35, or whether they 
should liberalize imports from all countries except those 
applying it, and thus discriminate against them.” 


Mr. Hagiwara fears that the number of countries apply- 
ing Article 35 may rise in the future. He pointed to the 
new African states, many of whom, he said, could be ex- 
pected to maintain the attitude of their former ruling coun- 


tries toward Japan. 


The Japanese Government even en- 


visaged a total of 25 or 30 countries applying the “escape 


clause” to Japan. 


The delegates of several nations, among them Australia 
and New Zealand, pointed out that they were already ap- 
plying de facto most-favored-nation treatment to Japan, 
but it is obvious that while their Governments still main- 
tain application of Article 35 on a legal basis in the back- 
ground, a substantial portion of Japan’s trade is under 


continual threat. 


The upshot of the discussion was that 


Japan’s protest was referred to the GATT Council which 


meets between regular sessions. 


It is doubtful, however, 


-~whether the situation will be materially changed in the 


near future. 


One accomplishment of this GATT session was the 
opening for acceptance by members of a declaration where- 
by it is hoped that the major trading nations will agree to 
renounce the use of export subsidies on manufactured pro- 


ducts that tend to disturb normal competition. 


From many 


points of view such subsidies are, of course, objectionable, 
and they should never be resorted to unless very excep- 
tional circumstances require the promotion of a vital 
industry which might otherwise fade out, although they 
are perhaps no worse than other one-sided trade practices 


observed from time to time. 


The relations of the regional trade arrangements with 


GATT are exciting much attention. 
Stockholm Convention, which established the European 


The belief that the 


Free Trade Area, as a whole is in harmony with GATT has 
been stated by the United States, and a number of other 
countries, and a similar view seems to be taken of the 
Treaty of Montevideo, which proposes to establish the Latin 
American Free Trade Area, a grouping of Brazil, Chile, 
Peru, Uruguay, Argentina, Mexico and Paraguay. . 

Our own view is that if the original principles of GATT 


were fully implemented and 


all the trading nations con- 


centrated their energies on the complete liberalization of 
trade these regional organizations would not be needed. 

The agreement just reached between Finland and Soviet 
Russia permitting Finland to associate itself with the 
European Free Trade Area is revealing as to the implica- 
tions of such regional arrangements. One-third of Finland's 
trade is with the seven nations who are already EFTA 
members, and it is claimed that it is necessary for Finland 
to associate itself with them in order not to be left outside 
tariff barriers. It is obvious that the nations still have a 
limited conception of free trade. 3 


The People ’s Verdict 


Voting Results Endorsement of Ikeda’s Policy, Free World Principles 


In evaluating the results of 
Sunday's general elections, we 
should perhaps start out by re- 
affirming the most natural and 
practical basic concept of de- 
mocratic parliamentary govern- 
ment—that the results of voting 
are the “voice of heaven.” 

And it may be assumed in 
all fairness that the people of 
Japan are counting oh the rest 
of the world to accept that 
“voice of heaven” at its face 
value. 

To begin with, the Soviet 
Union and Communist China 
should recognize anew that the 
absolute majority of Japanese 
voters supports Prime Minister 
Hayato Ikeda’s policy of coop- 
erating with the United States 
and the Free Camp. 

The Japanese people  pro- 
claimed once again to the world 
through the elections that only 
a minority advocate that Japan 
secede from the Free Camp and 
endorse “neutralism.” 

At the same time, if the 
United States believes that the 
Japanese who object to the Ja- 
pan-U.5. Security Treaty were 
controlled by a few agents of 
international communism, it 
should realize that 39.2 per cent 
gag Japanese think . other- 
wise. 


Strength Unchanged 

The balance of power in the 
Japanese Diet underwent little 
change in the recent elections 
except for the fact that the 
middle-of-the road Democratic 
Socialists suffered a heavy set- 
back and dropped from 40 to 
17 representatives. 

Some people in the world 
might find it hard to wun- 
derstand or even consider it 
strange that the Japan-U.S. Se- 
curity Treaty and the attending 
furor which rocked Japan's 
political world this spring 
should have had little bearing 
on the elections. 

The cancellation of U.S. Presi- 
dent Dwight D. Eisenhower's 
trip to Japan, the airport riot 
against White House press sec- 
retary James Hagerty, and the 
Successive assaults on three 
political leaders of Japan re- 
portedily sent the prestige of 
the Japanese people tumbling 
to a new low. 

It yet remains to be seen 
how the results of the general 
elections will influence’ the 
world’s verdict on the restora- 
tion of Japan's lost prestige. 

Some people may interpret 
the failure of the spring pol- 
itical uproar to cause lasting 
ripples as proof of the ex- 
treme stability of the judgment 
of the Japanese people. 

Awareness of 
Others might take it as an 


indication that the Japanese 
have a thick skull. 
However, — believe that the 


people of Japan are searching 


.in their own manner for the 


path they should follow. 

They are trying to analyze 
dispassionately what the leaders 
of the conservative and “pro- 
gressive” camps would have 
them swallow as the truths. 

It appears to me that they 
are also attempting to listen 
carefully to and study what the 
United States, the Soviet Union 
and Communist China have to 


say. 

And they are distressed be- 
cause they cannot find a clear- 
cut formula for protecting their 
peace and security. 

I recall in this connection the 
statements made by voters in 
several radio interviews on the 
streets. 

The moderators at these in- 
terviews tried to lead the par- 
ticipants to debate on the mer- 
its and demerits of neutralism. 
But they failed, and the debates 
did not get far. 

Nothing Concrete 

One person, who most pro- 
bably cast his vote for the 
Socialists in the elections, said 
Japan should not get involved 
in East-West rivalry. 

But he could not make any 
concrete suggestion on how Ja- 
pan might ensure its neutrality. 

And he made no reference to 
the Japan -|U.S. - USSR -Commu-

nist China Security Treaty pro- 
posed by the Socialist Party. 

He merely made a feeble 
resistance to the claims of 
Ikeda and Foreign Minister 
Zentaro Kosaka that neutralism 
is an illusion by expressing the 
hope that the world’s neutral 
forces would gradually expand, 

Tt was virtually the same 
story with Socialist supporters 
at other interviews, 

These people apparently 
shared Socialist demands for 
neutralism but placed iittle 
faith In the Opposition party's 
foreign policies. 

Similar trends were shown 
by the Tory supporters in 
problems related to rearma- 
ment. 

Basic Issues. 

Persons who objected to or 
doubted the wisdom of rearm- 
ing asked whether Japan real- 
ly needed 200 jets that cost 
well over ¥1,000 million a 
piece. 

They argued, “The money 
needed to buy one jet could do 


tremendous good if channeled 
into social welfare projects.” 

The supporters of the Lib- 
eral-Democratic Party failed to 
offer an effective rebuttal to 
this contention, . except to 
demur that a sovereign nation 
ought to have its own defense 
system. 

These opinions neatly sum 
up the most basic issues that 
now confront the people of 


Japan. 

The Japanese voters cast 
their ballots after weighing 
their stands-on these and eco- 
nomic problems. 

The fact that the distribution 
of those votes showed no spec- 
tacular change was partly due 
to the stabilization of the elec- 
tion mechanisms of'the political 
parties. 

But it would be more ap- 
propriate to consider it another 
refiection of the political ver- 
dict of the Japanese people 
which has been manifest re- 
peatediy during the past 10 
years.

10-Year Forecast 


LONDON—Of recent months, 
Europeans have been much pre- 
occupied with examining the 
effects on their current pros- 
perity and economic progress 
of the emergence of two Euro- 
pean trading groups. It is re- 
freshing to hear an outside 
appraisal of 
their situation. 
This has, in 
fact, been pro- 
vided by a re- 
cent report of 
the secretariat 
of the General 
Agreement on 
Tariffs and 
Trade, which 


the next 10 years. 

This report sees the two trad- 
ing groups in an essentially 
dynamic role. It considers that 
member countries of both will 
achieve a greater economic ex- 
pansion than would have been 
possible for them if the groups 
had not come into being; intra- 
European trade has already in- 
creased within the past year by 
ll per cent. 


It remarks that, as a result 
of the trade division, there will 
be some readjustment of indi- 
vidual countries’ patterns of 
trade; Germany, for example, 
must lose some ground to Brit- 
ain in EFTA markets, and par- 
ticularly in Scandinavia, at pre- 
sent one of her best outlets for 
exports. But, it concludes, 
though there may be some de- 
cline in trade between the two 
groups, this will be more than 
counterbalanced by the increase 
of trade within each of them. 

This net rise in Euro 
trading activity will contribute 
to the expansion of world trade. 
Europe will import more from 
outside, primary producing 
countries will reap more from 
their exports, and there will be 
a greater outflow of capital to 
the mnonindustrial countries. 
This is a heartening conclusion 
from an expert source which no 
one can accuse of partisan bias. 


Science and NATO 


An interesting but little 
known function of the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization is 
the promotion of scientific re 
search, It does this through 
the NATO Science Research 
Committee, which recently held 
its eighth meeting in Paris. 
This committee was set up by 
a decision of the NATO Heads 
of Government in Paris Decem- 
ber 1957 in order to mobilize 
the scientific and technical re- 
sources of the Western alliance 
to face the challenge of the 
first Russian “sputnik.” 


Over the last few years, 


Confusion in Congo 
The Congo is in constant 
confusion with the perennial 
rivalry between pro-Soviet Pre- 
mier Lumumba and pro-Western 
President Kasavubu, the three- 
cornered struggle for power 
among Lumumba, Kasavubu 
and military leader Mobutu and 
the clashes between Congo's 
military men and United Na- 
tions soldiers. To clear up this 
confusion, the U.N. is ready to 
send a mediation committee to 
the country at any time, but 
the committee’s flight to the 
area is now withheld because 
some of the 15 African nations 
seated in the U.N. are strongly 
objecting to the idea. Although 
these countries are still support- 
ing Premier Lumumba, the U.N. 
already passed a resolution ac- 
cepting President Kasavubu as 
the Congo's chief delegate to 
the world organization. But 
the mere approval of him as an 
authorized delegate has produc- 
ed no major solution to the 
problem. The most effective 
way to solve the ticklish ques- 
tion of the Congo, it seems now, 
is through the country’s Assem- 
bly as well as its President-— 
Asahi Shimbun 


Shortage of Workers 
The difficulties experienced 
by small and medium enter- 
prisers in hiring working hands 
are likely to become greater 
next year. They are suffering 


especially from a shortage of 
juvenile workers who have 
graduated from junior high 
schools. In such places as To- 
kyo, Yokohama and Osaka, the 
average ratio between job seek- 
ers and job openings is 1 to 3. 
Embarrassed by such a situa- 
tion, smaller and medium enter- 
prisers have begun efforts to 
make their places of work as 
attractive as possible to young 
junior high school graduates. 
Under this situation, it is re 
commended that both employ- 
ers and various employment 
stabilization offices see that such 
juvenile employes can attend 
higher school while working. 
They should also realize there 
are many young junior high 
school graduates who have a 
strong desire to attend a senior 
high school, although he or she 
had to obtain work just because 
they were born into a poor fam- 
ily.—Mainichi Shimbun 


Tax Reduction 

The Taxation System Inves- 
tigation Council has finalized 
general principles for cutting 
the nation’s tax burden during 
the coming fiscal year. It calls 
for a cutback of ¥120,000 mil- 
lion both in national and local 
taxes. It is wise for the council 
to have given top priority to a 
reduction of the tax burden of 
the small and medium income 
brackets which constitute the 
majority of the nation’s tax 
payers. It is also noteworthy 
that the council is trying to im-

prove the economic constitution 
of industrial enterprises from 
the aspect of tax cuts in prepa- 
ration for the projected trade 
liberalization. The only ques- 
tion, however, is the scale of 
the tax reductions. The coun- 
cil previously made it known 
that the national tax burden 
should be held down to within 
20 per cent of the national in- 
come. This fiscal year’s tax bur- 
den w&s 21 per cent. 
natural increase of some ¥350,- 
000 million is expected in State 
finances next fiscal year, the 
council should have set the re- 
duction amount at ¥170,000 mil- 
lion to ¥180,000 million if the 
20 per cent theory is to be ad- 
hered to.—Yomiuri Shimbun 


Hospital Strikes 

The hospital strikes have 
spread throughout the nation 
with Friday's walkouts by the 
members of the Tokyo Medical 
Workers Union (Iroren) and 
the Federation of All Japan 
Red Cross Hospital Workers 
Unions (Zennisseki). The prob- 
lem is that both the manage- 
ments and unions are not ac- 
customed to appealing to strikes 
as a method of settling a labor 
dispute nor do they understand 
fully what a strike is like. Ac 
cordingly, the parties concern- 
ed are unable to discern the 
most appropriate time for set- 
tling their strikes, thus only 
leading to an unnecessary pro- 
longation of the disputes. The 
managements are especially, to 
blame for their failure to mod- 


Since a. 


ernize the operation of hospi- 
tals and labor control. The im- 
mediate question now faced by 
both parties will be how to set- 
tle their strikes quickly. The 
unions also should bear in mind 
that they cannot continue with 
their strikes forever ‘without 


creating unfavorable public 
opinion.—Nihon Shim- 
bun 


End to Factionalism 

The political parties will have 
to readjust their positions if 
they are to respond to the will 
of the voters as expressed in 
the Sunday election. The most 
urgent task facing the ruling 
Liberal-Democratic Party is to 
dissolve its deeply-entrenched 
cliques. Prime Minister Hayato 
Ikeda could set an example by 


‘handing out Cabinet and party 


posts to capable men irrespec- 
tive of their factional affilia-. 
tions. The party should also 
make a new ruling requiring 
that all political donations be 
made through a single, prescrib- 
ed organ. So long as the 
donors continue to give money 
to their favorite faction, unifi- 
cation of the party will be im- 
possible.

Focus on West Europe 


D. HALL 
NATO has spent a great ceal 
of money on providing science 
fellowships and research grants 
and in supporting advanced 
study institutes. The studies 
and research thus promoted 
may result in lasting benefit to 
mankind as a whole. 

For instance, at the Summer 
School of Plasma Physics in 
Denmark, scientists are seeking 
to solve the problem of obtain- 
ing energy from the stars, and 
the sun, through the fusion of 
hydrogen into helium. If they 
prove to be on the right track, 
man may ultimately have read- 
ily obtainable, since hydrogen 
is to be found everywhere, an 
inexhaustible supply of energy 
at his disposal. 

This project is part of the 
NATO Advanced Study Insti- 
tute program, which is support- 
ing 15 institutes this year. In- 
cluded among them is the Uni- 


versity of Grenoble Summer 
School of Physical Theory, 
which has attracted students 


not only from NATO countries 
but from over 20 others. A 
German investigation of the im- 
provement of livestock and a 
Dutch study of the evolution of 
the galactic system are others. 


Then there are the 26 pro 
jects launched by the NATO 
Research Program. These in- 
clude cooperation between Brit- 
ish, German and Italian phy- 
sicists in Britain on cosmic ray 
research, joint oceanographic 
studies on five research vessels 
from various NATO countries, 
anthropometric analysis in 
Greece, Italy and Turkey, re- 
search into the prevention of 
coastal erosion in Lisbon and 
into nutrition in Turkey. An- 
other NATO venture is the Sci- 
ence Fellowships’ Program, 
under which 200 students took 
courses in foreign countries 
last year. 


Work for the Blind 


At one time a man who had 
the misfortune to be physically 
disabled had no hope of living 
a useful life. Happily, this is 
no longer true today. A re 
port recently published shows 
there are now some 90 govern- 
ment-run factories in Britain, 
employing over 6,000 disabled 
men and women; and this num- 
ber may rise to over 7,000 as 
the result of a new capital 
grant which the Government is 
to make next year. 


One class of disabled persons 
whose lot has been particularly 
improved during the past 20 
years has been the blind. To- 
day, Britain has a higher per- 
centage of blind people employ- 
ed and competing on equal 
terms with other workers than 
any other country; 60 per cent 
of all British blind are at work. 
They are taught various trades 
and skills at special training 
schools and colleges and there 
are rehabilitation centers for 
those who lose their sight in 
adult life. 


Many of the three million 
blind in the Commonwealth 
come to Britain to use these 
facilities. At present, there are 
blind students in British train- 
ing centers from Nigeria, 
Ghana, Southern Rhodesia, In- 
dia, Trinidad, Hongkong and 
other places. It is a two-way 
traffic, for trained officials are 
also going out from Britain to 
help set up similar facilities in 
Commonwealth countries, 


Many British blind have be- 
come shorthand typists, tele- 
phonists and recorder typists. 
They reach speeds of not less 
than 100 words a minute in 
Braille shorthand, There are to 
day some 350 blind people in 
the civil service. One training 
center offers a course in engi- 
neering, enabling sightless men 
to undertake advanced assem- 
bly, drilling and an amazing 
number of other skilled opera- 
tions. Many firms who employ 
blind workers find them so ef- 
ficient that they ask for more 
—and no insurance companies 
ask for higher premiums for 
blind workers. It has now 
been long accepted that a blind 
person need no longer be an 
exile from work-day life and 
the affairs of the community,

For one thing, the defeat of the 
Democratic Socialist Party 
which lost 23 seats is account- 
able for the failure of three 
women Democratic Socialist 
candidates out of four who 
were former members of the 
Lower House. Miss Yuriko 
Motojima who ran for the 
second term was the only suc- 
cessful contestant of the four. 
Her success was due to her 
personality, gumption and well- 
planned campaigning as well as 
the constant assistance she gave 
her constituency through her 
term of office. 


For another, campaigning is 
extremely difficult for those 
who are not endorsed by the 
parties. It is particularly so in 
the election for the House of 
Representatives than for the 
House of Councillors and politi- 
cal parties usually prefer men 
to women. 


Another factor which makes 
it hard for women candidates is 
that they do not have or cannot 
raise as much funds as the 
men. 


In this connection, Miss 
Fusae Ichikawa who spent less 
than ¥1 million in the last race 
for the Upper House, believes 
that unless a “clean” election 
becomes the practice women 
will have little chance to com- 
pete in the campaign. 

In Japan candidates spend a 
great deal of money and must 
work till the last minute while 
electors remain rather in- 
different, but if voters really 
care to send to the law-making 
organ, someone they think will 
serve best for the welfare and 
happiness of the people, then 
they should raise funds and 
support the candidate they have 
chosen, is Miss Ichikawa’s opin- 
ion. 

On the contrary Japanese 
people believe that a political 
campaign should be conducted 
by the candidates and votes 
are given as a sort of favor. 

It is evident that female elec- 
tors no longer vote for women 
candidates only because they 
are of the same sex, but the 
success of the three widows 
of former representatives 
proves that female voters back- 
ed the widows. Mrs. Kyoko 
Asanuma, widow of assassinat- 
ed Socialist chairman Inejiro 
Asanuma, was able to gather 
votes easily in the constituen- 
cy to which her late husband 
belonged on top of “sympathy” 
votes. Mrs. Chieko Matsuyama 
and Mrs. Chizu Kobayashi, both 
widows of former representa- 
tives, are also “new faces” in 
the Diet. 

Men who are apt to think 
that women are not made for 
politics may comment that the 
decrease of women representa- 
tives is good proof, but all 
the odds must be considered 
before criticizing “women in 
politics.”

A New Monetary Unit 


To the Editor: 

President Eisenhower's sur- 
prise announcement on the re- 
call of military dependents and 
the reducing of overseas ex- 
penditures for military require- 
ments comes on the heels of 
recent publicity encouraging 
Americans to study foreign lan- 
guages, to travel abroad, and to 
otherwise, become good neigh- 
bors to one and all. Therefore, 
it seems a bit inconsistent. 


Upon my first reading of the 
announcement I was tempted to 
think that Ike was merely rush- 
ing into a dramatic—almost 
melodramatic—move by which 
he hoped to enhance the final 
days of his Administration. As- 
suming that events warranted a 
decision it does seem that the 
facts could have been laid be- 
fore the incoming President and 
that the final decision could 
have been postponed until the 
new President had taken office. 
However, if we give Ike the 
benefit of any doubt, such a 
flamboyant gesture seems out 
of character; one is led to con- 
clude, therefore, that the move 
was made conscientiously, after 
giving careful consideration to 
the opinions of experts in the 
field, and that to have post- 
poned action for 60 days or so 
would have endangered the 
United States. 


Assuming this to be true, 
some points to ponder are: 
(1) what is the actual state of 
the United States economy? 
(2) what is the framework—the 
long term policy—upon which 
the announcement was based? 
(3) what kind of thinking (who 
Were the experts consulted) 
lay behind the decision? 


Even by United States stand- 
ards (acknowledged to be high- 
est in’ the world) there seems 
to be no reason for concern 
about point (1). Americans are 
working and playing harder 
than ever and their productive 
efficiency has never been high- 
er. There is a surplus of food, 
automobile sales are running be- 
tween seven and eight million 
units a year, and about 70 per 
cent of the homes have tele- 
vision sets. 


There is a sizable number of 
unemployed, but we know from 
past experience that for most 
the unemployment is only tem- 
porary and, meanwhile, the pur- 
chasing power of the unsmploy- 
ed is sustained to a great ex- 
tent by credits extended by the 
employed, past and current, 
through unemployment in- 
surance. There is no shortage 
of raw materials, no shortage 
of finished goods, and few, if 
any, restrictions on the ex- 
change of materials, goods and 
services. 


Why, then, the concern about 
the movement of gold, a com- 
modity that 99 per cent of 
Americans never think about 
except in connection with 
jeweiry? There seems to be 
little or nothing fundamentally 
wrong with the U.S. economy 
by any standard individual man 
might conceive. Is this concern 
about gold justified? Could it 
be that our thinking on econo- 
mic problems is faulty—misdi- 
rected or, possibly, inadequate 
for the world economy of to- 
day? 

Viewed from the very nar- 
row viewpoint that the United 
States must hang onto a certain 
amount of gold Eisenhower's 
announcement makes sense. 
But if we view the United 
States as the heart and, to some 
extent, the brain of a slowly 
evolving free-world-to-be the 
action has its irrational aspects 
because the countries most 
strongly affected are precisely 
the ones we need and are 
counting on the most to form 
the foundation of the Free 
World. In order to create a 
living organic whole (individual 
being, nation, or Free World) 
it is necessary to break down 
the barriers to movement and 
to reduce and eliminate re- 
strictions on the exchange of 
energy (people, materials, 
goods), thereby permitting each 
individual component of the 
whole to develop and to con- 
tribute to its full potential. 

I suspect that the time has 
come to reexamine existing 
monetary systems. The fact is 
that, despite the thousands of 
books on economics, we do not 
know exactly what money is. 


We use it; we can describe 
some of its effects or indirect 
effects; but we don’t know ex- 
actly what its functions are 
and exactly how it achieves or 
tries to achieve what results it 
apparentiy does achieve. We 
tend to forget that the use of 
gold as a monetary standard 
is nothing but a custom—a 
custom which won fairly wide 
acceptance in times past be- 
cause of its convenience. And 
because many politically power- 
ful elements profit highly from 
the custom it is deeply 
entrenched and it will not be 
easy to shake loose from it. 


Nevertheless, I suspect the 
time is at hand when it must 
be shazen loose. The custom 
of using horses for transporta- 
tion has passed; it took another 
30 years after its passing be- 
fore Americans began building 
garages beside their homes 
rather than on the back of 
their lots where the stables 
had formerly been. But the 
change in thinking and practice 
was eventually made, 


The idea of using gold as a 
monetary unit stems from the 
days when communications and 
transportation was r—from 
horse and salling ship days. 
A tangible endurable token 
seemed to fit those days. To- 
day, however, transportation is 
by plane and car and communi- 
cations move by telephone, 
wireless and radar. I suspect 
that the U.S. with its trend 
toward use of credit—install- 
ment buying, personal loan 
services, credit cards, etc.—has 
pointed the way toward a more 
efficient monetary system. 


What I am suggesting is that 
a monetary system, too, may 
be a function of time and space 
—of speed in movement and 
communication. In the more 
advanced countrics I think gold 
has outlived its usefulness as 
a monetary unit. A new mon- 
etary unit, a hew symbol sys- 
tem, based upon the forms of 
energy directly used by man 
today must be found. 


I think, too, that this new 
monetary unit should be freely 
interchangeable among all Free 
World countries. That is, a 
new common currency should 
be evolved for Free Work! use 
if we ever hope to see a Free 
World come into being. Such 
a new monetary unit will not 
be easy to find. I doubt, too, 
that conventional economists 
are equipped to conceive of it; 
they are too enmeshed in their 
own dogma. 


I think we will have to turn 
to biochemists and physicists— 
people more familiar with en- 
ergy transformation on basic 
levels. Nor will it be easy to 
persuade Free World countries 
to voluntarily sacrifice their 
sovereignty to the extent of ac- 
cept a common currency. 
But I feel that this is the long 
term path that must be fol- 
lowed. 


Further, I feel that working 
out these problems is just as 
important as developing new 
satellites and missiles and. 
should be allotted a compar- 
able amount of thought and 
energy. 

Hacking away at military 
dependents overseas the 
fundamental problems and 
makes no worthwhile contribu- 
tion to a strong Free World,
